NEW KIND OF BOILER.

fmportant bimprovements Heing Made
nt the Willinm A. Colliery.

Severnl important improvements
guye the Plttston Gaszetie are in pro-
gress at the Willlam A, colllery of the
Connell Corl company, near Duryea.
Chief among them 18 the establishment
of a fine new auxiliary steam-produc-
ing plant of novel design. The plant
is located at the rear of the old boller
house, and consists of a vertical water
tube boller known as the “Porcupine’
and manufactured by the Hazleton
Holler company of New York city. The
most pecollar feature of the plant s
that the boiler stands on end. The
boller proper s twenty-seven feet
high, but a hood and stack erected on
top of the boller tower seventy-one
feet Into the alr. The boller has the
appearance of a cylinder boller forty-
one inches In Mameter standing up
right, in which 918 holes are bored for
the reception of four-inch tubes which
will project outward thirty-three in-
ches, thus glving the name “Porcupine”
to the boller.

“A circular wall of fire brick will
eurround the tubes and the hrick wiil
be incased in  iron, The boller will
have a capacity of 250 porge power,
and the waste heat from nine cylinder
bollers adjoining will be used to gener-
ate steam in the new boller, though It
is fitted with fire place to be used when

necessary. The supply pipe will run
from the top of the boller and the
boller will be fed by a No. 11 Sellers

injector nnd pump. There are bhut few
bollers of this style In this seetlaon, and
the one now belng erected has Improve-
ments which are not features of the
others There Is one at Dorranceton,
on¢ at Plymouth, and several at Haz
leton, Willlam Hart, of New York, has
charge of the work of erecting the
